BAKED SEA SHELLS

1 Ib. ground round steak
1 large bell pepper
1 large onion
1 clove garlic
1 can whcL efernel corn 

1 can tomato soup 
1 can mushrooms 
1 tsp. Worcestershire Sauce 

Grated cheese

Brown meat well, add chopped pepper, onion, garlic 
and the rest of the ingredients using 1 soup can of water. 
Boil V4 Ib. seashell macaroni in salt water about 12 min­ 
utes. Drain. Add to sauce. Bake 1 hour at 350 degrees. Add 
cheese last fifteen minutes. Let brown on top. Ripe pitted 
olives may be added.
